before May 1. 

Whether the increase will affect 
original equipment tire costs imm:e- 
diately is regarded as problematical, 
although it is recognized that any 
upward tire price trend must even- 
tually include original equipment 
rubber. 

It is stated in Detroit that tire 
manufacturers, particularly those 
in the Akron district, are primed 
for an advance in prices, but that 
each hesitates to be the first to 
boost quotations. 

Tire manufacturers in general 
showed record-breaking sales for the 
first quarter of 1927, but it is weil 
known that despite the enormous 
increase in sales volume manufac- 
turers failed to realize anticipated 
profits, due to prevailing low prices. 

And as many of the smaller 
manufacturers are still iu 
cial. distress and- are 
working capital with which to 
produce up to the growing de- 
mand, an increase in sales revenue 
really becomes imperative. Fur- 
thermore, it is argued that the 
motoring public is in the right 
frame of mind for a price advance. 

Detroit authorities agree that an 
upward price movement will give 
new weight to reports that at least 
one of the major automotive cor- 
porations plans to acquire one or 
more tire companies.

Kansas City, April 19.—Too 
much guesswork about our traf- 
fic problems, too many attempts 
to apply quick cures based on 
opinion rather than detailed en- 
gineering study, were reasons as- 
signed for the failure of most 
American cities to deal more ef- 
fectively with the problems of 
traffic congestion by Miller Mc- 
Clintock, director of the Albert 
Russel Erskine Bureau for Street 











Traffic Research, who spoke last 
week before the first annual Cen- 
tral States Safety Congress held 
in Kansas City. 

“Those who would solve the| 
American city traffic problem by 
some vague formula are as certain 
to be disillusioned as the takers 
of patent nostrums which claim to 
cure all human ills,” said Dr. Mc- 
Clintock, who, as director of the 
Erskine Bureau, 
of traffic surveys 
way in Chicago, Boston, Los 
geles and San Francisco. 

“Until American officials are 
willing to recognize the traffic prob- 
lem for what it is—a detailed and 
complex engineering problem—lit- | 
tle progress will be made. 

“The traffic problem in the 
typical American city is a complex 
of conflicts between street cars and} 
automobiles, between automobiles | 
and other automobiles, between| 
pedestrians and automobiles, and be- 
tween pedestrians and pedestrians. 
These infinite conflicts result in| 
like friction, and cut 


traffic movement. 

“There is no single panacea for 
so complicated a situation. In fact. | 
it may be said that theie is no so- 
lution for the traffic problem. 
There is, however, a series of re- 
liefs for it. An engineer taking 
charge of a complicated machine 
that has not been properly lubri- 
cated turns his attention to oiling 
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the various bearings of the mechan- 


lism in order that the friction from 


a large number of scurces may be 
reduced. So, in dealing with the 
traffic problem of a great city it is 
impossible to attempt to bring a 
solution by the application of some 
general formula or single remedy. 
It is necessary to make a :ainute in- 
vestigation of the sources of fric- 
tion and to treat each individual 
contributor to the general problem

“The issuance of appealing slogans 


isuch as ‘Don’t Jay Walk,’ ‘Always 


Be Careful,’ ‘Safety or Sorrow,’ and 
others can have but little effect un- 
less backed by a sound engineering 
study on which definite engineering 
recommendations are based to elim- 
inate traffic conflicts.” 
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
